There are vefy few sorghum 
mills in operation in Madison 
county compared to a few years 
ago- a fact much regretted by 
many. The few yet to 1)c fcnr.fl 
present bvisy scenes these days, 
s'n^e {vhat cane there is prddtieed 
is l>eirig necessarily concentrated 
to fewer points as the mills c!e- 
crease in number. 

Luke Sewell. residing on th'„^ 
Dennis farm in the eastern part 
of the county, fs said to be one of 
the Inisicst of men. since hv is the 
owner of a mill that has not ceas- 
ed operations, it is reported, since 
the first of the crop of cane ap- 
Ipeared. 

i There are many visitors to his 
.''jplant. and many a "sani])]o" tast- 
ed. . Many predict there will be 
more cane raised ' another year. 
This, it is said, is due to tlie high 
price of sugar. The same reason 
is^dvanced for the increase in 
raising of honey l)ccs in this part 
of the state. Sorghum molasses, 
the old faJshioned kind, only to be 
had at such places, is Ijccoming 
more; and more appreciated, and 
there is much ground adaptable 
to the grow th of cane in this and 
adjoining counties. 

The product is bringing good 
I prices, and the unaduherated va- 
riety is said to be difficult to be 
I had, since there are few raisers 
of cane and when it reaches "ei r- 
j tain centers-" reports have it, the 
product is "thinned." One man 
stated that lie could readily dis- 
pose of 500 gallons of molasses if 
he had thetn, and signified his in- 
tention of ratsing "some cane" 
next year.
